Few people were surprised when black radical James 
Forman of the National Black Economic Development 
Conference received the first of his demanded kickbacks 
from a church group. Actually the $15,000 check from 
the Washington Square United Methodist Church of 
Greenwich Village in New York City is not the first 
“reparations” payment received in answer to Forman's 
demands; the first payment was $1,000 from the Council 
of Black Clergy in Philadelphia, Pa. The Methodist money 
was the first financial payment from a “predominantly 
white institution” as Forman puts it. Forman is 
demanding a total of $500 million from the nation's 
religious institutions. Several church groups have already 
replied to the demands with a flat refusal to pay what 
they consider to be blackmail. 
Speaking of blackmail, Forman is on record as 
accusing the government of attempting to frame the 
leaders of his group. He stated: “I am convinced the 
Nixon administration is going to try to indict some of us 
on extortion or conspiracy charges.” Now why would 
anyone think that this group’s demands are extortion? 
Isn’t it normal to enter a place of worship and read a list 
of monetary demands to the parishioners and disrupt 
worship services? Why is Mr. Forman worried? Does he 
think that any jury in the country would consider his 
demands unusual? 
A Washington reporter recently called the Justice 
Department and asked if there was any plan to prosecute 
the leaders of the Forman group. The only answer was a 
terse “No comment.” We can read this in one of two 
ways: 1) The charge is ridiculous and there is no plan to 
prosecute; 2) we are working on it, but are not ready to 
.^disclose our findings at this time. We hope that the latter 
I’is the case.

Wallace in 1968 got 9,906,473 popular votes - close 
to the 10 million popular votes he predicted on the eve of 
election. He won only the 45 electoral votes of the Deep 
South - Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Louisiana, and 
Mississippi.

TAXES AND INFLATION 
The theory that inflation can 
be halted by raising taxes is as 
fallacious as it is persistent. This 
theory holds that the imposition 
of higher taxes will bring about a 
decrease in purchasing power 
and deflation, or lower prices, 
will follow. Followers of the 
Keynesian 
line 
of 
managed 
currency 
have long contended 
that any economic problem can 
be solved merely by increasing 
or decreasing the money supply. 
In practice, however, it has 
been shown that things do not 
work 
out 
that 
way. 
The 
“remedy” of higher taxes to half 
inflation actually causes more 
inflation. While higher taxes do 
absorb some purchasing power, 
they also increase all costs of 
doing business in production, 
transportation and distribution, 
and again more high taxes on the 
resulting higher taxed products. 
This causes higher prices for 
everything, the very condition 
w hich 
increased 
taxes 
are 
intended to prevent. 
A reasonable constancy of 
the value of the monetary unit 
of any country is essential for 
national existence. Seldom, if 
ever, has the departure from the 
first established value of the unit 
between toward deflation. The 
supposed remedy of higher taxes 
actually 
feeds 
the 
fires 
of 
inflation. 
Deflation cannot destroy the 
value 
of 
a 
nation’s money. 
Inflation, on the other hand, 
unless 
sensibly 
held 
under 
r e stra in t, 
m ust 
inevitably 
destroy 
it 
and 
in 
the end 
destroy 
the nation. Excessive 
taxes do not stop inflation, but 
they do encourage overbearing 
and despoiling government by 
taking too much of the people’s 
money and giving it to wasteful 
government bureaus to spend.

DUCK PROBLEMS 
The optimism, engendered by duck hunters, following a report 
froni returning inspectors of the Canadian hatching grounds may 
be short lived, according to Assistant Director Allen Brohn, of the 
Missouri Department of Conservation. 
Speaking of the reports Brohn says “it is quite true that this 
year s hatch is the best in the past ten years, but one must 
remember that the hatch ten years ago was at an ‘alltime low’ so 
the increase does not exactly portray a huge increase. 
“However,” he adds, “we will have a duck season and I hope 
that the Federal boys will see fit to maybe up the mallard 
allocation by one mallard. 


DOVE LIMIT CUT 


Despite the fact that Bootheel dove hunters are reporting one 
of the largest hatches and concentrations in history the state, as a 
whole, isn’t to be included in that category, state Game and Fish 
officials point out. As a result the 1968 limit of 12 doves has been 
cut to a 10 bird total for the 1969 season. Across the river in 
Illinois hunters have received an additional six bird kill total 
allowance, running their daily limit to 18. Many other states have 
done likewise. 


WATCH BEER TABS 


Fishery experts throughput the nation are reporting loss of 
game fish due to the unthinking throwing of beer can tabs into the 
water. These shiny discs, which resemble many a spoon lure, find 
the fish striking them and, days or weeks after the tab is taken the 
fish dies of stomach poison - or injuries. So, when you snap off 
the top, or tab, of that can of beer while fishing be sure and drop it 
in the can and dispose of it in a waste container when you leave 
the lake. 
Another cause of fish fatality is being found from the use of 
unclean barrels as floats for boathouses. Many of these steel barrels 
previously contained some poison insecticide or weed killer. As the 
barrels rust they allow the remains of the posion to seep into the 
lake. It is picked up by the current and carried throughout the 
area, with a resulting fish kill, the fish experts point out.

While the raging flood waters of the Mississippi River have 
almost written finis to any efforts to catch fish in the old runs of 
the river, from its mouth to the Bootheel area, some good will 
come of it, after all. The waters are nature’s way of annually 
restocking the runs and this year some lakes, shut off from river 
waters since 1958, are being flooded — and restocked again. As a 
result of the flooding and muddy water Bootheel area anglers are 
seeking fish inland in the state and at Reelfoot, Kentucky, and 
some private lakes in Kentucky; at Norfork, Bull Shoals and Greers 
Ferry in Arkansas and in Lake of the Ozarks, Wappapello. Fish 
Lake, and other Western and Northern state reservoirs. Some 
continue to trek to Enid Lake in Mississippi, where the fantastic 
three-four pound slab crappie continue to be caught and bass are 
on 
the schooling prowl, from 
the Water Valley side on 
0 ‘Tuckolofa Creek and in the “Wildcat” Wilbourn brake areas. 
Others are getting good stringers at Tunica Cutoff, near Memphis; 
at Sardis and Grenada Lakes and some are going to Pickwick Lake, 
near Savannah, Tenn.

Arkansas quail hunters, while gleefully counting what they 
term” an increase in he quail crop” are still squawking about the 
changing habits of the Bobwhite, which sends them flying into 
trees and seeking far away sectors where hunting singles has proven 
fruitless, on many occasions. 
H ow ever, te sts on so m e o f the 1 9 6 9 co v ey s, o f a m eth o d o f 
“ freezing the coveys, many of which have flushed wild, seems to 
work in the Show Me state, just as it does in Mississippi, Tennessee 
and Arkansas. And it’s very simple. 
Just take along a hawk call and, when the dogs begin trailing, 
hit a few hawk calls on the caller and the coveys will “freeze.” 
Oftimes the covey will have to be literally kicked out of the grass, 
or brush.

Few people were surprised when black radical James 
Forman of the National Black Econom ic Developm ent 
Conference received the first of his demanded kickbacks 
from a church group. Actually the $15,000 check from 
the Washington Square United M ethodist Church of 
Greenwich Village in New York City is not the first 
“reparations” payment received in answer to Forman’s 
demands; the first payment was $1,000 from the Council 
of Black Clergy in Philadelphia, Pa. The M ethodist money 
was the first financial payment from a “ predominantly 
white 
institution” 
as 
Forman 
puts 
it. 
Forman is 
demanding a total of $500 million from the nation’s 
religious institutions. Several church groups have already 
replied to the demands with a flat refusal to pay what 
they consider to be blackmail. 
Speaking o f blackmail, Forman is on record as 
accusing the government of attempting to frame the 
leaders of his group. He stated: “ I am convinced the 
Nixon administration is going to try to indict some of us 
on extortion or conspiracy charges.” Now why would 
anyone think that this group’s demands are extortion? 
Isn’t it normal to enter a place of worship and read a list 
of monetary demands to the parishioners and disrupt 
worship services? Why is Mr. Forman worried? Does he 
think that any jury in the country would consider his 
demands unusual? 
A Washington reporter recently called the Justice 
Department and asked if there was any plan to prosecute 
the leaders of the Forman group. The only answer was a 
terse “No com m ent.” We can read this in one of two 
ways: 1) The charge is ridiculous and there is no plan to 
prosecute; 2 ) we are working on it, but are not ready to 
-disclose our findings at this time. We hope that the latter

T he 
“ rem ed y ” o f higher taxes to half 
inflation actually causes m ore 
inflation. While higher taxes do 
absorb som e purchasing pow er, 
they also increase all costs of 
doing 
business 
in production, 
tran sp o rtatio n and d istribution, 
and again m ore high taxes on the 
resulting higher taxed products. 
T his causes 
higher 
prices for 
everything, the very condition 
w h ic h 
increased 
taxes 
are 
intended to prevent. 
A reasonable constancy of 
th e value of th e m onetary unit 
o f any country is essential for 
national 
existence. Seldom , if 
ever, has the departure from the 
first established value o f th e unit 
betw een tow ard deflation. T he 
supposed rem edy of higher taxes 
actually 
feeds 
the 
fires 
of 
inflation. 
D eflation cannot destroy the 
value

m oney. 
In flatio n , on the o th er hand,

“ That ordinance isn’t any good,” protested Max. “ It sets the 
mayor up as lord high executioner of drive-in theaters. And for a 
man w ho’s best opinion is of himself, it gives him too m uah 
discretion as to what’s immoral.” 
“ It doesn’t take a Puritan to determine what’s immoral,” was 
the answer, “ when your talking about people running around 
without any clothes on. When they grin and bear it, that speaks for 3 
itself." 
Determined to fight the validity of the ordinance, Morris took 
the matter to court. 
IF Y O U W E R E T H E JU D G E , would you uphold the validity of 
the ordinance? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that the 
jrdinance was too vague and idenfinite to be valid. Without some 
standard 
to decide whether activities on the premises were 
immoral, the Mayor could make those words mean just what he 
wants them to mean. 
As example, he might decide that going to the movie on a 
Sunday was immoral. Furthermore, concluded the judge, here’s no 
■specification as to whose immoral activity is to be judged and 
without a closed circuit television system in each vehicle, there’s 
no way knowing what’s going on in each car as the movie is going 
on.

Ship C ollision Probe Ends 


MANILA (AP) — The U.S.-Australian lavai board 
investigating the collision of the American destroyer 
Frank E. Evans and the Australian aircraft carrier 
Melbourne ended its inquiry today and sent a secret 
report to the two navies. 
U.S. Rear Adm. Jerome H. King, senior member 
of the board, said the panel’s specific findings would 
not be released now, but he praised the heroism and 
‘‘actions far beyond the call of duty” shown by men 
of both ships. 
The Melbourne sliced through the Evans before 
dawn on June 3 while the two vessels were taking 
part in Southeast Asia Treaty Organization maneuvers 
in the South China Sea. The forward half of the 
destroyer sank, and 74 Americans were lost.
